Valedictory  Address

Mr.  Chairnnan,  ladies  and  gentlemen,   fellow  graduates: 

At  this  chaotic  point  in  the  history  of  mankind,   it  is 
sometimes  difficult  for  one  to  know  where  he  stands.    But 
tonight  1  stand  in  front  of  you  and  state  with  great  certainty 
that  it  is  an  honor  to  speak  on  behalf  of  the  graduating  class. 

We  are  the  graduating  class  of  1970  and  we  have  come 
this  evening  to  receive  our  diplomas.    We  come  with  a  mix- 
ture of  emotions:    happiness,  sadness,  pride  and  humility. 
Four  or  five  years  ago  we  came  here  to  be  educated,   and 
while  that  education  was  far  from  perfect,   it  is  an  experi- 
ence we  graduates  are  grateful  for. 

We  realize  that  many  who  helped  to  pay  for  it  never 
had  the  same  opportunity.    We  are  grateful  not  just  for  the 
financial  resources,  but  above  all  for  the  human  resources 
that  made  this  experience  possible.    Parents  and  teachers, 
to  you  we  say  a  sincere  thank-you. 

Sometimes  you  were  a  nuisance  but  more  often  you  were 
the  helpful,   experienced  friend.    You  teachers  may  be  lousy 
basketball  players  but  you  certainly  did  a  good  job  of  teach- 
ing us,   considering  what  you  had  to  work  with.    Yes,  you 
were  the  ones  who  took  us  from  crayons  to  perfume,   from 
integers  to  derivatives,  from  Neanderthal  man  to  Hitler 
and  sometimes  you  even  took  us  to  the  office. 

We  had  a  great  time  here  at  EDSS  following  our  various  pursuits.    For  some  of  us  it  was  the  pursuit  of  knowledge,   for 
others  it  was  music  or  sports,   and  for  others  it  was  the  pursuit  of  girls,  or  boys.    Because  of  some  of  us  Japan  will  never 
be  the  same.    Neither  will  the  basketball  teams,  the  student  council,   the  band,  the  track  and  hockey  teams,  the  cheer- 
leaders and  the  drama  club. 

We  gave  much  to  EDSS  but  received  much  more  -  an  experience  that  will  go  with  us  forever.    We  tasted  knowledge 
at  EDSS,  enough  to  make  us  hungry  for  more,  but  not  too  much  to  make  us  despair  at  our  own  ignorance.    We  did  learn 
some  facts.    Let's  see  now,   65  plus  five  or  66  plus  four  equals  seventy:    June  1970 !    Time  to  clean  the  garbage  out  of  our 
lockers  for  the  last  time.    Time  to  give  that  good  old  locker  door  one  last  cool  slam.    The  end  of  another  day,   another 
year,   another  experience. 

Now  we  say  farewell  to  that  experience.    We  say  farewell  to  those  we  laughed  and  cried  with,   to  those  we  loved  and 
learned  with.    We  are  classmates  no  longer,  but  friends  I  hope  we  shall  remain.    Now  as  graduates  face  the  overwhelming 
question,  Where  do  we  go  now? 

We  go  into  a  world  of  amazing  success  and  tragic  failure,  of  beautiful  simplicity  and  immense  confusion.    We  go  in- 
to a  society  of  turmoil,  violence  and  increasing  polarization.    We  go  armed  only  with  scant  knowledge  and  experience 
but  we  go  with  hope  and  realistic  optimism. 

We  realize  that  we  are  just  a  few  more  molecules  of  water  in  an  immense  ocean  of  humanity,   nevertheless  each  of 
us  can,  in  our  own  way,  make  a  positive  contribution  to  society.    Like  graduates  in  the  past  we  are  now  adjusting  to  new 
roles  and  new  realities.    These  adjustments  are  sometimes  difficult,  especially  in  a  complex  and  uncertain  world. 

But  I  am  confident  that  we  take  from  this  experience  at  EDSS  the  laughter,  love  and  learning  that  will  make  these 
adjustments  easier  and  above  all  that  will  help  each  of  us  to  make  a  positive  contribution  to  society.
